“A plausible conceit on the part of at 
least a half-dozen of the more important 
rural playshops which freckle our fair 
summer landscape is that each, beyond 
reasonable doubt, is ‘America’s most 
famous summer theatre’....Among the 
claimants of the afore-mentioned title, 
it—and the public, too—must acknow- 
ledge the obvious qualifications of the 
Cape Playhouse at Dennis, Mass....... 


Regarded from any point of view—be it 
physical equipment, plays presented, 
actors appearing, or standards of pro- 
duction—the reputation of this aestival 
showshop is justly and frankly deserved. 
And that, in itself, is plenty.” 


« ...It is a veritable entertainment 
project, a sort of dramatic arts center, 
doing a thriving business for ten weeks 
out of each year at a conveniently focal 
point on the sea washed cape. In addi- 
tion to the original playhouse, wherein 
only legitimate attractions are perform- 
ed, the enterprise includes a handsome 
motion picture theatre, the Cape Cin- 
ema, which offers nightly showings of 
first run films, a spacious lobby for peri- 
odic art exhibition, and now, beginning 
July 29, an auditorium for the presenta- 
tion of a series of weekly musical and 
dramatic concert attractions....” 


“The list of prominent actors who 
have performed upon its stage includes 
a good half of the important names in 
the modern American Theatre....It is 
pertinent to mention, withal—since a 
boast of the summer theatre is the op- 
portunity they give to ‘“unknowns’— 
that Bette Davis, Robert Montgomery, 
Margaret Hamilton and Henry Fonda 
are among those who took momentous 
leaps from the boards of the Cape Play- 
kouse stage....”

Moore has an alright thing. So has 
Dennis, Cape Cod and—more generally, 
the theatrical profession. Enough said.”

BIOGRAPHICAL SKETCH — BURK SYMON 


The Cape Playhouse is fortunate in having as its stage director Burk 
Symon, whose three-year period of service with Raymond Moore has em- 
braced assignments in Baltimore and St. Petersburg as well as on the Cape, 
andwhosetrain- __ , | on 3 ! ;

Jones. The first 
two went into |, 
the field of opin- >: 
ion; Jones and BURK SYMON 
Symon chose the theatre, Symon as director and Jones the art of scenic 
designing. 

Later engaged by David Belasco, Symon became Belasco’s general stage 
director, a position he held for 14 years, severed only by the death of the 
producer. During that time he assisted in the production of one success after © 


another, such as ‘‘Polly With a Past,’’ ‘‘The Gold Diggers,’’ ‘“‘Tiger Rose,’”’ 
‘*Kiki,’’ ‘‘The Return of Peter Grimm,’’ and ‘‘The Dove.’’ 


After Belasco’s death, Symon was snatched by the films and spent a long 
and profitable period on the writing staff of Metro-Goldwyn-Mayer. Return- 
ing to Broadway he directed ‘‘The Warrior’s Husband,’’ the play that start- 
ed Katherine Hepburn on her way to Hollywood; Earl Carroll’s ‘‘Murder at 
th Vanities,’’ and a piece called ‘‘Nona’’ for Lenore Ulric. He then was en- 
gaged by Mr. Moore. His productions are marked by the rare combination of 
both thoroughness and imagination. The grim set of his face as he examines 
the manuscript in the accompanying photograph might bode ill for some 
actor were it not for the fact that Mr. Symon has achieved the enviable rep- 
utation of being about the most kindly and sympathetic—as well as compe- 
tent—of current stage directors.
